That the Brabanters {till continue to find Tufficient 
employment for the French troops in their Country, and 
make a confiderable diverfion in favour of the Aultrians, 
appears by the following extract from a private letter 
received by the laft Hamburgh mail :— 

“ The infurgents (as the French call them) of Bra- 
bant, joiaed by fome thoufands of the Orange party 
from Holland, in a very late action with the French 
near Malines, completely defeated them, and drove 
them to the Yfer Berg, near Louvain, where they 
again attacked and overcame them, took feven pieces 
of cannon, and a great many ammdhition waggons ; 
and gained poffeflion of Louvain, of the heights which 
command it, and the adjacent wood, where they are 
daily joined by numbers of thé Brabanters and others. 
At the beginning of the batile, the Dutch Orange- 
men giving way, the Brabanters fell upon them, cut 
many to pleces, and compelled the remainder to main- 
tain their poft. As no quarter was given on either 
fide, the flaughter was prodigious ; the lofs is faid on 
both fides to have-been 19,000 men, of which number 
the Brabanters loft the greater part, in confequence of 
the Dutch giving way.” 





The following news is received from the Cape of

Mr Hawkins, the fuperintendant of Indian affairs, 
made a tour of thefe diftriéts early in the prefent year, 
and reports that the natives are fettling out of their 
towns, fencing their fields, attend to the breed of cattle 
and hogs, and are confiderably improved in agriculture 
and manufactures. The Creeks are not‘equally for- 
ward, but are improving. :

Siberians have experiéticed .a more fevere winter than | 
the oldeft man ever remembered. The cold has been 
fo intenfe, that many of the furred animals, who are 
provided by nature againft the feveri of the climate, 
have perithed; and foow -has fallep in fuch quantities 
as to deftroy whole villagés. Thig may @ccount for 
the peculiar fharpnels of our nort ‘winds, and as 
there is a more than ufual quantity af cold to diflipate 
in the frozen regions, the Siberians ‘prediéted a back- 
ward fpring. Why the regions within aad near the 
Arétic circle fhould tave..been unufually cold, it ma 
be difficult to fay ; but:the fad being eftablithed, it will 
account for the prevalence of frofty weather throughout 
the greateft part of Europe...

The order of the day for fummoning their Lord-

Lord Gresvitis mofed, that the papers

HOUSE OF COMMONS—April 30. 

The harbour of Leith improvement bill was read the 
firft time, and ordered to be read a fecond time to-mor- 
row. 

The bill for the improvement of lands in Scotland, 
fubjeét to the fervice of thirlage, was read a firlt time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond time on Monday next. 

SEDITIOUS SOCIETIES BILL. 

Mr Pitt moved the fecond reading of the bill for 
the more effe@tual fuppreflion of feditious focieties, and 
for the prevention of treafonable and feditious practices. 

Mr Jones faid, that whilft on one hand he by no 
means withed to.clog the wheels of Government, fo, 
on the other, he did not wiih to vote away the liber- 
ties of the people. Seditious principles and practices 
had, he acknowledged, proceeded to a great height ; 
he was not,’ therefore, an unqualified enemy to this bill, 
although he would guard as much as poflible again{t what- 
ever would trench on the liberties of the fubject ; and, 
to thew of how great 'confequence it was to a State that 
the liberty of the prefs fhould not be circumvented, he 
would read the opinion of Mr Sergeant Glyna on that 
fubject. 

He then obferved, that if the liberty of the prefs 
were completely checked, it would be. impofible that 
the operations of Government could undergo any dif- 
cuflion ; all he wifhed for was a fair and full difcuflion. 
He hoped that the prefent bill would be ameliorated fo 
} as to keep entire the facred principle, that the prefs was 
free. He jamented that on an occafion of this fort 
there was not that fpirit difcovered which could be with- 
ed ;. for his part, he was determined (even at the rifk of 
being ftuck up in the print-fhops as a jacobine,) to de- 
clare his opinion, that.the prefent bill infringed too 
much upon the Britifh Conftitution. e 

Mr 1. Hawkins Browne contended that the pre& 
was notto inveigh againft public or private characters, 
without regard to decency, or without providing means 
to lead to the difcovery of public delinquents. ‘he on-’ 
ly reftraint propofed by the prefent bill was, that the 
authors fhould be known, and that, if their works were 
of a libellous tendency, they fhauld be liable to be tried 
by a-jury of the country. No method to reftrain fedi- 
tion could be more gentle than that now propofed. If 
‘the Report of the Committee of Secrecy was confider- 
ed; the danger of the Conftitution would be {een fiom 
the fyftem purfued by thefe focieties ; and when Gentle- 
men attended to the remedy propofed, they mutt per- 
ceive the gentlenefs of it. 

The Masrer of the Rous faid, he withed every 
gentleman would read the bill, to convince himfelf that 
it did not affect; if the remoteft degree, the liberty of 
the prefs—it left every mam at liberty to publifh what 
he thought fit, only making him refponfible to a Jury of 
his country 5 and he trufted that the public would be 
fatisfied that this bill did not contain in it the leaft at- 
tack pon she liberty of the prefs, _ 

The Arrorney Generar faid, what made the 
mode of proceeding now propofed neceffary Was, that 
whilft an: author or bookfeller publifhed a work with 
their names to it, and whilft he, in his official capatity, 
was confidering whether that production did not con- 
tain fucli an enormous violation of principles as to ren- 
der it neceffary to fubmit it to a Jury of his country, 
the confequence would be, that in the interim cheap 
produétions would be publifhed, without the name of 
the author, printer, or publifher, and they diftribu- 
ted throughout the kingdom, without knowing by whom 
the poifon was diffufed. 

The bill was then read a fecond time, and commit- 
ted for Friday next,

balls of barley bousid for Dublin—That by a gale of wind at 

N. E. the vessel was drove from the bay of Banff, as far as 

Peterhead, and ik working up again on the afternoon of Sun- 

day last the 14th instant, he discovered a schooner, seemingly an 

enemy, in chase of him, and made what ‘sail he was able from 
her; but about ten o'clock that night, was overtaken and 
captured in the bay of Banff, when hejhad nearly got within the 
protection of the battery.—T hat the same night the privatcer 
captured a schooner belonging to Aberdeen, bound for Cro- 
marty, load.d with a carge of groceries, &c. and ext morn- 
ing about three o’clock, captured the’ sloop Betsy of Dundee, 
Norie, master, bound for Dublin with a cargo of. barley, and 
about seven o'clock the same morning, captured the sloop Eli- 
lsabeth of Aberdeen, M‘Cree master, bound from Aberdeen 
for Findhorn, with a valuable cargo of merchant goods. ‘That 
the declarant and the crews of the other vessels, captured. as 
above, (two of each excepted) were put on board a fishing 
boat, and sent on shore at Rattray yesterday afternoon. That 
he could not learn the name of the privateer, but the crew of 
her said she wasthe “ Devil;” they spoke good English, and 
he thinks the master is an Englishman, perfectly well acquaint- 
ed with all this coast. ‘Ihe privateet is pierced for 14 guns, but 
had only 9 on board, the rest being thrown overboard some 
days before, when the privateer had been chased by a cruizer. 

The privateer belongs to Calais and came last from Stravan- 

ger in Norway, for which place all the above vessels were 

sent. ' 

The master of the privateer said, he wondered what had 

become of all our cruizers, adding, that if their bread depended 

on their activity as his did, they would look out better. He 
was very civilly treated on board the privateer, and the sailors 
chests were given up to.them. All which is truth, as he shall 

answer to God—The privateer. was yellow-sided, and had a 

tanned foresail ; sails very fast; the rigging of her is something 

between that of a brig and a schooner, not like the vessels of 
this country.
